TV Sets 
which are more than two years old 
are unable to receive channel 56 
but it is understood that_a strip 
converter can be added to most 
sets, for a nominal cost. 

The station should be clearly re- 
ceived, withing a radius of 25 
miles, according to General Man- 
ager Frederick S, Bailey. The net- 
work affiliation of the station has 
not yet been announced.
